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Hi  All, 

As  we  are  driving  home  from  Indianapolis  I  turned  to  Coulter  and  mentioned  that  there  was  less  than  a  month 
before  school  started.  He  then  told  me  "Now  I  like  you  even  less."  So  I  understood  that  he  did  not  like  being  told 
that  school  was  starting  so  soon  but  I  had  to  ask  what  it  was  that  made  him  not  like  me  in  the  first  place.  He 
said,  "You  brought  us  home."  All  the  youth  agreed.  Truth  be  told  Diane  and  I  felt  that  way  too.  So  how  does  one 
fix  that?  You  tentatively  schedule  next  year's  mission  trip!  We  are  tentatively  going  to  Kiln,  MS  to  assist  in 
Hurricane  Katrina  clean  up.    Kiln  is  near  Biloxi  and  still  has  enormous  amounts  of  work  left  to  be  done. 

So  how  was  this  year?  This  year  we  went  to  Indianapolis,  IN  for  a  "Week  of  Hope."  The  week  was  based  on 
Philippians  2:1-18  (NIV): 

Imitating  Christ's  Humility 

xIf  you  have  any  encouragement  from  being  united  with  Christ,  if  any  comfort  from  his  love,  if  any 
fellowship  with  the  Spirit,  if  any  tenderness  and  compassion,  2then  make  my  joy  complete  by  being  like- 
minded,  having  the  same  love,  being  one  in  spirit  and  purpose.  3Do  nothing  out  of  selfish  ambition  or  vain 
conceit,  but  in  humility  consider  others  better  than  yourselves.  4Each  of  you  should  look  not  only  to  your 
own  interests,  but  also  to  the  interests  of  others. 
5Your  attitude  should  be  the  same  as  that  of  Christ  Jesus: 
6Who,  being  in  very  nature  God, 

did  not  consider  equality  with  God  something  to  be  grasped, 
7but  made  himself  nothing, 

taking  the  very  nature[b]  of  a  servant, 

being  made  in  human  likeness. 
8And  being  found  in  appearance  as  a  man, 

he  humbled  himself 

and  became  obedient  to  death- 
even  death  on  a  cross! 
9Therefore  God  exalted  him  to  the  highest  place 

and  gave  him  the  name  that  is  above  every  name, 
10that  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow, 

in  heaven  and  on  earth  and  under  the  earth, 
nand  every  tongue  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord, 

to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

Shining  as  Stars 

12Therefore,  my  dear  friends,  as  you  have  always  obeyed— not  only  in  my  presence,  but  now  much  more 
in  my  absence— continue  to  work  out  your  salvation  with  fear  and  trembling,  13for  it  is  God  who  works  in 
you  to  will  and  to  act  according  to  his  good  purpose. 

14Do  everything  without  complaining  or  arguing,  15so  that  you  may  become  blameless  and  pure,  children 

of  God  without  fault  in  a  crooked  and  depraved  generation,  in  which  you  shine  like  stars  in  the  universe 

16as  you  hold  out  the  word  of  life— in  order  that  I  may  boast  on  the  day  of  Christ  that  I  did  not  run  or  labor 

for  nothing.  17But  even  if  I  am  being  poured  out  like  a  drink  offering  on  the  sacrifice  and  service  coming 

from  your  faith,  I  am  glad  and  rejoice  with  all  of  you.  18So  you  too  should  be  glad  and  rejoice  with  me. 

We  an  incredible  week.    We  went  with  the  intent  of  blessing  those  that  we  were  serving.    Instead  they  blessed  us. 

The  cold  showers,  the  load  "wakey,  wakey"  every  morning  and  the  corny  good   nights  are  all  missed.     It  is 

amazing  how  some  of  the  smaller  things  that  happened  are  the  ones  that  we  remember  which  in  turn  helps  us  to 

remember  other  parts.    Every  single  one  of  us  grew  closer  to  God  in  one  way  or  another.    We  all  got  attached  to 

those  we  were  serving  with  and  more  importantly  those  we  were  serving.    Whether  we  remodeled  a  Habitat  for 

Humanity  house;  helped  an  elderly  woman  clean  her  house  and  yard,  put  in  a  window  air  conditioner,  and  build  a 

shed  for  the  yard;  working  at  a  Boys  and  Girls  club;  working  at  a  Presbyterian  Church;  or  at  an  inner  city  mission 

we  all  left  a  piece  of  ourselves  there.    Group  Workcamps  Foundation  (GWF)  said  we  would  make  an  impact  on  a 

community,  make  new  friends,  and  grow  closer  to  God.   They  were  right  on  the  mark.    We  pray  that  the  seed  that 

we  planted  is  nurtured  and  blessed  by  God.    I  wish  I  could  tell  you  more,  but  there  is  only  so  much  space  and  I  do 

not  want  to  ramble.    If  you  want  to  know  more  talk  to  Coulter,  Bobby,  Logan,  Adam,  Karissa,  Marissa,  Diane,  or 

myself.    Make  sure  to  tell  us  how  much  time  you  have  otherwise  you  could  be  in  for  a  very  long  story.    God  Bless!

A  conversation  with  God 

Dear  God, 

Psalm  25  verse  5  says  "Guide  me  in  your  truth,  and  teach  me,  my  God,  my  Savior.   I  trust  you  all  day  long. 

Waiting  is  essential  to  the  spiritual  life.    But  waiting  as  a  disciple  of  Jesus  is  not  an  empty  waiting.   It  is  a  waiting 
with  a  promise  in  our  hearts  that  makes  already  present  what  we  are  waiting  for.    We  wait  during  Advent  for  the 
birth  of  Jesus.    We  wait  after  Easter  for  the  coming  of  the  Spirit,  and  after  the  Ascension  of  Jesus  we  wait  for  his 
coming  again  in  glory.
